before* a bill suitable to all could 
be agreed on. 
In both the Lucius and Glackin 
m easures large increases 
in in­ 
heritance taxes are 
proposed as 
compared with the present assess­ 
ments, and the taxes are extend­ 
ed to estates of lesser value.

two of the bills 
provisions are 
made which would turn half of 
the 
revenue 
in to 
the 
county 
treasuries where collected. 
Governor Lowden 
has openly 
favored

more taxes from inheritances and 
it is understood that his recom­ 
mendations will

an administration bill soon to ap­ 
pear. 
The Lowden bill, however,

“ Our peop le,”

Harden, 
“ did not know and d o not now 
knowr. 
They loyally believed that 
right was on their side, 
lf they 
had not, th e y 
would 
not have 
fought and suffered a s they did. 
T h ey 
believed 
in 
a 
coalition 
against Germany. 
“ They did not understand that 
th e violation of Belgium was a 
crim e which turned th e enlighten­ 
ed 
universe 
against 
Germany. 
T h ey are still certain that if Ger­ 
m any had n o t 
invaded Belgium, 
G reat Britain 
and 
France were 
really to do so. 
“ But it w a s an old idea of the 
k aiser’s. 
In one of h is outbursts 
h e once said 
to Leopold II, ‘if 
there is w ar I shall go thru B el­ 
gium . 
If sh e resists, Belgium will 
not exist an y longer.’ 
“ It is the thirty years of reign 
of William II, w'hich carried re­ 
sponsibility for tho 
war. 
It is 
th e teaching which h a s poisoned 
you thus, 
it is the spirit of m ili­ 
tarism that has been soaked into 
th e people. 
“ But once war was declared it 
w a s the kaiser who kept alive the 
national hatred. 
It was he who

F o r the p a st two years I have been a tentative candi­ 
date for mayor. On Tuesday I circulated a petition ex­ 
pecting to file it and become a candidate. 
However, th e attitude of the various candidates on the 
salary question has caused me to decide not to stand for 
the Republican nomination for mayor. 
The maximum salary of the mayor under the alder­ 
manic form of government is $1,200. This salary with the 
city in its present condition is not as much as I am making 
at m y present work. 
A man who is living on the salary would be compelled 
to discount his warrants. 
In addition to this would be con­ 
tributions to various things, so th a t there would be but 
little left to show for o n e ’s work at the end of the two 
years term. 
Judging from the statements of the various candidates 
for aldermen there is no assurance that the salary will be 
fixed at the maximum figure. In fact it is more likely that 
it will be fixed at about $600 or $900 per year. I would 
have to give u p my present job if I was elected. So there 
is no inducement for me or any other citizen who depends 
upon his labor for a living to be candidate fo r the office. 
I am not in sympathy with those who favor the mayor 
and aldermen serving fo r nothing, tho some of the advo­ 
cates are my best friends. 
I believe that a municipality 
should pay a m an for his services the same as a corpora­ 
tion. 
I also believe that if an officer gives th e service th at 
the majority o f people will not object to paying him a good 
salary. 
T he plan o f serving in public office for nothing is not 
in keeping w ith a democratic form of government. 
Such 
a plan makes for the election of men of w ealth for they 
are th e only ones who can afford to serve. If the plan was 
feasible and logical then John D. Rockefeller or some oth­ 
er multi-millionaire should be elected president of the 
United States to serve gratis. 
I feel that a man in announcing himself as a candidate 
for office should be able to give some reason why he asks 
the suffrage of the voters. Had I been able to see my way 
clear to run I intended to base by claim for election solely 
upon my four years record as mayor. 
W hen I entered office in 1911 th e city’s floating indebt­ 
edness was $65,000. Tw o of the largest items in this in­ 
debtedness w as one of $6,000 for the land on which the 
north end wells are located and one for $8,477.08 for the 
last two wells sunk and equipped by the American Well 
W orks company of Aurora. On the last named bill was 
accrued interest to the amount of $296.72. 
These claims were paid in February, 1912, by w ar­ 
rants No. 1741, 1873 and 1874. In 1913, $2,000 was paid 
to Bellatti and Barnes and in 1914 the same firm was paid 
$2,973.86. These warrants were Nos. 3861 and 3573 and 
w*ere for services in the Jacksonville W ater Works com­ 
pany suits, th e firm having been engaged by the former 
council. 
W hen my administration entered upon its duties the 
bondsmen of W . M. Morrisey had not paid over the $30.- 
000 for which they wrere liable. 
This was collected and 
prorated on th e various improvements by City Treasurer, 
Farrell. In 1912 warrant No. 2918 for $2,000 was draw n 
and applied to this account. In 1913 No. ^8 6 0 was draw n 
for $3,000 and applied an d in 1914 warrant No. 4911 for 
$10,000 was draw n and applied. 
In addition to these pay­ 
ment on accounts already in existence when I entered of­ 
fice we spent $26,000 in the improvement of the light 
plant which today is the best plant the city ever had. W hen 
1 surrendered the office to Mayor Rodgers in 1915 the 
city’s floating indebtedness had been reduced to $42,000. 
In 1919 it is over $100,000. 
This was done by my administration, not with the as­ 
sistance of th e financial powers of the city but despite 
them. 
It was upon these grounds that I w as going to ask 
for re-election. 
However, I find that the people ap p ar­ 
ently want to continue to follow after strange Gods. 
The 
no salary spasm makes it impossible for me or any other 
poor man to seek public office. 
Until such time as the 
people awaken and decide to pay a man for his ability I 
must stand aside. 
I deeply appreciate the loyalty of those who have 
pledged me th e ir support. I am proud to know that after 
serving for eig h t years a s a city official I still command 
the friendship and respect of so many of m y fellow' citi­ 
zens. 
I assure you that I shall always try to merit your 
confidence thru the coming years.
